TIGER IS KILLED 
BY RAJAH IN INDIA 


Beast Measuring Nine Feet 
From Nose to Tail Frequently 
Mistaken for Cow.

CALCUTTA, May 2.—Sportsmen 
all over India are greatly interested 
in the skin of a white tiger recently 
shot by the Maharaja of Sirguja | >> 
and which is now on display here. 

Except: for a few darker strip- 
ings the pelt is almost pure white 
and measures 9 feet 8 inches from 
nose to tail tip. The white tiger is 
extremely rare, but few specimens 
ever having been secured, and this 
one is reported to have had a ca- 
reer of depredation that included 
three human victims and innumer- 
able cattle. 

According to reports from the 
district in which it was killed, the 
beast actually appeared to use its 
unusual coloration as an aid to 
hunting. It was continually mis- 
taken for a steer or cow as it lay 
quietly among the herds waiting a 
chance to kill, and natives assert 
that it mixed freely with the herds 
without exciting alarm. 

Three instances are related of 
the tiger having been seen lying 
quietly in the jungle and. being mis- 
taken by natives for a beast it had 
Slain, and in each of these cases 
when the native approached he was 
killed.

The.owner of an import- 
ed. swagger stick was affected by 
it, and the _gpecialist was able to 
reproduce the same effects by rub- 
bing a solution of varnish from the 
swagger stick on the skin. It -is 
believed to be caused by a resinous 
gloss obtained from a Chinese tree 
of the same family as poison ivy. 
Dr. Willett believes the varnish 
loses its harmful quality with ex- 
posure to the air. 

The first thing he did .was to 
scrape off about half the varnish 
on the bottom of the box, make a 
solution and “ry it. out on himself 
and his .assistant. Nothing hap- 
pened. Inquiry at department 
stores educed that only one case of 
“mah jongg dermatitis” had been 
reported there. That was of a 
bundle wrapper, who became af- 
fected immediately after reading a 
newspaper item about the disease. 
She was found to have suffered 
from an intermittent skin eruption 
all her life. 

One Says She's Got It. 

‘A few nights ago Dr. Willett, 
speaking at a meeting of Municipal 
Nurses, called for volunteers who 
were susceptible to poison ivy. 
Eight responded, and he tried his 
mah jongg solution on them.

trary to public policy. Suit was 
started in the name of Stack 
against that company (the Pioneer 
Company) and Sinclair, alleging a 
conspiracy against Stack. Sinclair 
settled this suit by an agreement 
under which he naid $250,000 and 
agreed to pay $750,000 more, The 
attacks of the newspaper thereup- 
on ceased. The proprietor of a ri- 
val newsp: per, upon a claim even 
more shadowy, if indeed it can be 
called a claim at all, got $92,500 
out of the Pioneer Oil Company 
as his share of the moneys yielded 
up by Sinclair.”’ 

On the question of the danger

PRIEST SLAIN ON 
CALL AT HOME BY 
DYING MAN'S SON 


Massachusetts Pastor Shot 
When Administering Last 
Rites; Assailant. Later 
Shoots Police Captain. 


SLAYER SAYS HE 
FEELS JUSTIFIED 


“They There Are, All Trai- 
tor,’ He Rails at Clergy- 
men Who Seek to Ques- 
tion Him in Cell. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOWELL, Mass., June 5.—While 
administering the last rites of the 
church to a parishioner today, Rev. 
Michael C. Gilbride, pastor of the 
Catholic church in the Collinsville 
section of Dracut, near here, was 
shot and instantly killed bq John 
King Jr., 37 years old, son of the 
aged man who lay on the bed be- 
side which the priest was kneeling. 

Leaving the house, young King 
went int oa field and continued 
hoeing he had begun earlier in the 
day. When police from Lowell 
and Dracut reached the King farm 
and approached the field to place 
him under arrest, King, brandish- 
ing the revolver with which he had 
killed Father Gilbride, commanded 
them to halt. A bullet from an 
officer’s revolver, however, dropped 
him to the ground, but he turned on 
one side as the police rushed in 
and fired at Captain of Inspectors 
David Petrie, seriously wounding 
him in the shoulder. King -was 
soon overpowered. 

ened Priest on Arrival. 
Early today Father Gilbride was 
called to the King farm. He en- 
tered the house through the kitch- 
en, where the son was sitting at 
breakfast. He turned from the ta- 
ble as he saw the priest and tak- 
ing a revolver from his pocket, 
threatened him. Father Gilbride 
proceeded into the senior King’s 
bedroom and closed the door. 
Rushing after him, young King 
broke through the door, saw the 
priest kneling at the bedside of his 
father, raised his pistol and fired 
three shots, one of which caused 


‘instant death. 


At police headquarters, King 
balked all efforts of physicians and 
clergymen to question him, shout- 
ing at the latter? ‘‘There they are, 
other traitors, all of them are trait- 
ors.” King declared he was glad 
he had killed the priest. 

No Motive for Deed. 

“Tt hope I have,” he muttered. 
He maintained an air of bravado, 
declaring he had no religious be- 
lief, but made no coherent state. 
ment as to his motive for the kill- 
ing. 

At a preliminary arraignment 
this afternoon, King pleaded not 
guilty to the murder charge, as 
well as assault with intent to kill 
upon Capt. Petrte. In connection 
with the latter charge he pleaded 
self-defense. 

When agked by the Clerk of 
Courts whether he was guilty or 
not guilty to the first charge, King 
said: 

“Guilty of what, murder? I'm 
guilty of execution.” The court 
would not accept a guilty plea and 
it was changed to one of not 
guilty.

Police long have looked to New 
York City and the exiled Green- 
berg for the authorship of attempts 
upon the lives of “Dinty’’ Colbeck 
and Kinney. 

Years ago Greenberg was a pa‘ 
of Constable Egan and friendly 
with Kinney. Both aided Green- 
berg in obtaining in 1917 a pardon 
from the Federal penitentiary at 
Leavenworth after he had served 
less than six months of a five-year 
sentence for interstate freight 
thefts. Then Greenberg and Con- 
stable Egan fell out when the lat- 
ter charged that he had been dou- 
ble-crossed in a deal whereb» 
Greenberg was to have brought 
$2000 worth of whisky from Mex- 
| ico. 


Tried to Settle Grudge. 


On the evening of March 11. 
1921, Constable Egan and one of 
his followers undertook to settle 
with Greenberg at Sixth an‘4 
Chestnut streets, but Greenberg 
escaped with a wounded jaw, while 
bullets intended for the latter 
killed John P. Sweeney, a young 
Democratic lawyer friend of Egac 
and Kinney, who was thrown in 
the line of fire when Greenberg 
ducked and ran. 

Greenberg, in the city hospita!, 
refused to identify Egan. But 
eight months later, after he had 
framed an alibi through the as- 
sistance of his attorney, Jacob 
Mackler, and had gone to New 
York, three men, said by gangsters 
to have been paid $10,000 of Green- 
berg’s money by Mackler, the pay- 
master, murdered Egan. That was 
gang identification. 

Since then Johnnie Woyle and 
Luke Kennedy have paid with their 
lives and “Jimmie” Hogan, younger 
brother of the “Jelly Roll” Hogan, 
who ‘eads the Hoganites, like 
Greenberg, is a fugitive—not from 
the law, for police never could fas- 
ten the crime upon him—but from 


the Eganites. For they say that 


“Jimmie” Hogan helped to kill.

‘Egan. Attorney Mackler, too, has 
been killed, having perished as a 
fusillade of revolver bullets pierced 
his automobile about dusk one eve- 
ning. Numerous others have died 
under the .ecree of these two 
crowds of gangsters, who even pro- 
nounce sentence upon the members 
of their own groups when. gang 
ethics are transgressed. 

Whisky Main Causc of Feud. 

Feudal pretexts there have been 
in plenty for the intergang killings. 
But it has been an open secret 
among drinking men, since a short 
time after the advent of prohibli- 
tion, that associated with the 
Eeanites were many dealers’ in 
stolen and smuggled = so-called 
“bonded” whisky. “Dinty’ Col- 
beck himself, along with “Chippy” 
Robinson, one of his lieutenants, 
was tried at Clayton for having 
broken into the home of Ward S. 
Ireland, former president of the 
Blue Bird Manufacturing Co., in 
search of whisky, though acquitted 
on alibi evidence, in the face of 
positive identification. Then, here. 
there and yonder could be  pro- 
cured whisky bearing apparently 
valid stamps, and which could be 
traced to Eganite bootleggers. 

Finally came the “milking” of 
893 barrels of whisky in the Jack 
Daniel bonded warehouse here 
last summer. “Willie” Kinney, 
brother of the Senator, was the 
Government gauger at the ware- 
house. He has been indicted with 
16 others on a charge of having 
knowingly consented to the re- 
moval of the whisky and the sub- 
stitution of water for it in the 
barrels. 

A few months before that “Lite 
tle Red” Powers, Eganite, had 
been shot to death, supposedly by 
fellow gangsters, because he had 
declared he was “going to quit the 
booze racket.” 

On the other hand, the Hoganite 
bootleggers all along have borne 
the reputation of dealers in moon- 
shine, price-cutters. They have 
been said upon good authority, 
also, to have participated in the 
marketing of much of the beer 
sold through assistance of the beer 
graft conspiracy recently exposed 
in Federal Court. All of which 
made undesirable competition for 
the red liquor of the Eganites. 
Here was cause for war indeed. 

Whether Greenberg has anything 
to do with active operations of 
his bootlegger friends here now ts 
not known. It is known, however; 
that “Dinty’’ Colbeck has told the 
police on several occasions that 
Greenberg is plotting his (Col- 
beck’s) death. In September, 1922. 
Max Gordon, a New Yorker, and 
Abe -Goldfeder, a Hoganite, were 
shot by Eganites at Jefferson ave 
nue and Locust street, when founda 
riding together. It was said at 
that time they were reporting tJ 
Greenberg on Colbeck’s movements 
and getting ready to point him out 
to New York gunmen who were 
to be sent here to kill “Dinty.’’ 


Vows of death have been taken 
by the Eganites against Greenberg, 
too, Colbeck and two of his gun- 
men having been arrested by the 
police, opposite Police Headquar- 
ters one day, waiting for Greenberg 
to come out of headquarters. Po- 
lice escorted the visitor, who had 
come here from New York, to se3 
Monsignor Timothy Dempsey, and 
then to East St. Louis, whence he 
went East again.

Whether Greenberg gets credit 
for Senator Kinney’s’ suffering.

Second Escape Within Month of 
Hammie Shane. 

Hammie Shane's escape from the 
City Sanitarium Monday night was 
the second disappearance of the 
homicidal maniac from the institu- 
tion within a month. He walked 
away frof a service in the sanitar- 
ium chapel May 11 and was cap- 
tured a week later at Carruthers- 
ville, Mo., by police of that town 
who chased him down the Missis- 
sippi River—they in a motorboat 
and he in a skiff.

there the police took it to an un- 
dertaking establishment. 

Not until late that evening was 
any clew discovered. When a group 
of citizens and policemen went to 
the spot to attempt to trace auto- 
mobile tracks leading through the 
forest preserve, they found a gray 
woolen stocking, and three steps 
from the muddy grave, Paul Korff 
picked up a pair of horn-rimmed 
glasses. Just then he never guessed 
he had the clew that was to solve 
the case. Neither did the officers. 
The stocking obviously had  be- 
longed to the boy, so they thought 
the glasses did, too, and took them 
to the undertaking rooms, where 
they were placed on the body. 

Owner Of Spectacles Slayer. 

With the identification of the 
boy as Robert Franks, the signifi- 
cance of the glasses came wp with 
a flash. Robert had never worn 
glasses. Then they must have been 
lost by his slayers, for their clean 
lenses showed they had not been 
long on the ground. 

Their nearness to the body. made 
it’ certain that whoever had 
brought the body to that desolate 
spot also had brought the glasses. 
Hundreds of acres of untenanted 
jland in that section might te 
searched, and nothing found, but 
here, within 10 feet of each other. 
were the body of the murdered 
boy and a pair of spectacles with 
clean lenses. 

The cleanness of the lenses was 
important in fixing the time. If 
they had been there long, wir! 
and rain would have befogged and 
begrimed the class with splashed 
mud or blown dust. But they were 
clean. So they. must have been 
left there lately. 

“Find the owner of these spec- 
tacles and you will have found the 
murderer,”’ became the slogan of 
police and the entire city. 

There was a puzzling facto~ 
about these glasses to begin with 
They seemed to have been fitted’ for 
a woman. The frame appeared too 
narrow for a man and the temple 
pieces were only slightly curved. 
That, too, seemed to indicate the 
wearer had been a woman. 

There was much speculation 
about the possibility of running 
down the owner through the pre- 
scription. But this was a very com_ 
mon prescription, intended to re- 
lieve eye strain “or eye headaches. 
It fitted thousands of persons. The 
task of checking over. all the thou- 
sands of such prescriptions on file 
in Chicago optical stores was be- 
gun at once. 

They had been made on @ pre- 
scription which provided for cer- 
tain measurements in the glas. 
concavities of just such and such 
a degree, the centers were to be 
just so far apart, and the frames 
| were to be just so wide and deep. 
When the prescription should be 
found with these details in it, the 
owner could be traced. 

Clew in the Ransom Note 

From the sound English phrase; 
of the ransom note, it was evident 
that the kidnaper was a person of 
education.and that he knew th: 
Franks family and was familiar 
with the neighborhood. The prob- 
ability was that the Franks bey 
knew his captors for he had gone 
into their car without fear. Sus- 
picion began to fall on two instruc- 
tors whom the Franks boy knew. 
Reports circulated concerning tm- 
proper conduct of these two teach- 
ers with pupils and the fact that 
ithe victim would have had to pass 
a garage at the home where one of 
them roomed, seemingly strength- 
ened the clew. They were arrested. 
Three days of questioning failed io 
connect them with the crime ani 
they were released. 

Other Clews Were Developing. 

Other clews were developing. 
Rernard Hunt, watchman, had 
found on a lawn on the South Side. 
a chisel wrapped on the sharp end 
with tape which bore blood stains.

With this information compiled, 
10,000 persons, opticians, optome- 
trists and oculists’ were eRlisted tm 
the search by means of circulars 
sent to every optical dealer in the 
city, and the quest brought results 
with unexpected promptness. This 
type of frame, it was quickly de- 
termined. was manufactured only 
by the Bobrow Co. of Brook:yn, ana 
handled by only three Chicago 
dealers. The largest of these con- 
cerns was Almer, Coe & Co., on Wa- 
It was to this place 
the detectives went first. 

As it turned out, the quest was 
to end here. Search through the 
firm’s thousands of prescriptions 
finally brought the prize to light. 
It had been made last fall by Dr. 
Emil Deutsch, of 30 North Mich- 
igan avenue, for Nathan Leopold 
Jr. of 4754 Greenwood avenue. 

Stock Taken of. Facts. 

All available surface facts about 
Leopold were gathered together, 
and the detectives took stock.

The work of the police then was 
to get a confession. There was one 
lie, now to find the rest of them, 
confront the “master’’ criminals 
and show them the futility of per- 
sistence. 

The cold, mechanical questioning 
of detectives slowly wore down the 
purely intellectual defense of the 
university men, 24 sleepless ho'g's 
of questioning and argument weak- 
ened their morale with weariness 
and the uneasy fear that comes 
with fatigue, messages carried be- 
tween their rooms weakened each 
one’s confidence in the other, until 
finally both confessed. 

Their plans all wrecked, their 
skill and ingenuity frustrated, each 
fell back on the weak claim that 
the other had struck the blow 
which killed the Frariks boy. That 
this made not the slightest differ- 
ence in the guilt or the punish- 
ment both must have known. 

These two members of the in- 
telligentia of a great university 
had planned for seven months a 
murder which was to be so notable 
that it would attract nation-wide 
attention. It was to be so skillfully 
done that not the slightest clew 
ever would be found. The per- 
petrators were to sit apart, in the 
front row of the balcony as it were, 
and watch the comic play of the 
police “flatfeet” padding around in 
futile search.for the slayers. They 
had read books and drawn plans 
and mapped out a complete. cam- 
paign. It took the police just nine 
days to unravel the mystery.

RUM YACHT SEIZED 
3 ON BOARD WOUNDED 


Vessel Tried to Escape From

—Three men, including the captain 
of the rum-laden yacht Vereign o.- 
New York were wounded, one se. 
verely, when the coast guard cut. 
ter Seminole fired on the vessel, 
which attempted to scape capture 
eight miles southeast of Block Is 
land last night. The Vereign was 
brought in here today in custody 
of the Seminole. 


John Stack, 35 years old, of 
Brooklyn Borough, New York, a 
member of the crew, was remove 
to a hospital. He had been severe- 
ly injured by an exploding she) 
which tore away part of his right 
leg. The Vereign's captain and an- 
other member of the crew were 
treated aboard the Seminole for in- 
juries. The captain and 13 mem 
bers of the crew were held for 
trial before United States Commis- 
sioner Mathewson.

The Vereign sailed out of New- 
port early yesterday and took 
aboard a cargo of 1200 cases of 
champagne, whisky and alcohol 
valued at $100,000 off Mon- 
tauk Point, according to mem- 
bers of the crew. When sighted by 
the Seminole she apparently was 
headed toward the Connecticut 
shore.

Doesn’t Wish to Undertake Grave Duties, 


Tells Indiana Convention, Urging 
'  Unpledged Delegation.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 5.— 


Declaring there “is something 
about the greatness of this exalted 
position that admonishes me 
against wanting to undertake the 
execution of its grave and solemn 
duties,” United States Senator Rals- 
ton today urged the Indiana Demo- 
cratic State convention not to con- 
sider him a candidate for the presi- 
dency. 


“Great as this honor is, however, 
I would not speak truthfully to you 
should I refrain from saying that 
1 have never aspired to the presi- 
dency of this country,” Ralston 
said. “If there be those who doubt 
my sincerity in what I am saying, 
let me lay additional emphasis on 
my state of mind by declaring that 
this convention will please me most 
by allowing the delegates from In- 
diana to the New York convention 
to go uninstructed. ‘ 

“I am anxious that the delegates 
from my home 8tate shall go to the 
national convention with open 
minds and perfect freedom to par- 
ticipate in nominating the best man 
to lead our party in the presiden- 
tial contest this year.”’ 

The Senater said the Democratic

While admitting that the $67,000 
estimate was appfroximately cor- 
rect, Sheriff Strodtman and Chief 
Deputy Kilcullen said it involved 
judgments which were impossible 
of execution, or impractical.

Sheriff Stredtman pointed out 
that bonds declared forfeited may 
never be realized upon, as the for- 
feiture may be set aside by the Gov- 
ernor or the Court, or the bondsman 
may compromise or seek an in- 
junction, or the property, posted as 
security, may be found to be of lit- 
tle or no value. 

Cites an Example. 

As an example of the latter con- 
dition, Deputy Kilcullen cited the 
case of a bondsman who had “qual- 
ified’”’ as owning $30,000 worth of 
real estate when he signed a $3000 
bond. he bond was forfeited sub- 
sequently and the bondeman's 
property was offered for sale at 
the courthouse steps. It was then 
learned the choicest parcel of prop- 
erty had been disposed of by the 
bondsman, after he signed the bond 
and 
that other property, of which he 
had claimed full ownership, was 
owned only in part. As a result, 
the public sale of property Brought 
a top bid of $30. The Sheriff had 
expended $50 advertising the sale 
and received in return $7.50 as his 
share of the. proceeds. 

Misrepresentations under oath of 
property holdings are numerous, 
according to Kilcullen, who .sug- 
gests, as a remedy, more prosecu- 
tions for perjury. Also, to prevent 
bondsmen from disposing of the 

roperty which secures bonds, he 
would have the bond stitute a 
lien on the property. Under pregent 
conditions a bondsman may q fy 
for, say, $60,000, and then dispose 
of his property before the Sheriff 
could execute on it In case of for- 
feiture.
